that a pew should always be set 
aside in the chur ch for the use of 
the 
“ 
pr esident 
of 
the 
United 
States.” 
For many year s the pr esident’s 
pew, bear ing a silver plate with a 
suitable inscr iption, was a cur iosity 
in the chur ch. 
When the old pews 
wer e r eplaced by new ones this sil 
ver plate was lost, and it has never 


been r ecover ed. 
When the pr esent 
str uctur e was er ected it was deter ­ 
mined to set apar t the four th pew 
on the west side of the chur ch for 
the use of 
the 
pr esident 
of the 
United States and his family, but 
no plate or 
inscr iption 
has ever 
been used for the pur pose of identi­ 
fying it. 
The 
Metr opolitan chur ch is fa ­ 
mous fr om the fact that Gener al 
Gr ant and his family attended wor ­ 
ship ther e when 
Bishop John P. 
Newman 
was 
its 
pastor .

chur ch is also noted for having the 
tallest spir e of any chur ch at the 
national capital.
